then major, serving in the last rank 
as head of the quartermaster depart- 
ment of <1e old gulf division. He was 
subsequently promoted through vari- 
ous ranks to brigadier general and 
upon reaching the retirement age was 
made a major reneral by President 
Harding. 

General Clem has many friends in 
Atlanta and the state. it was some 
of his old friends in Atlanta who sug- 
gested his appointment.

Atlanta is entering the first phases 
of an era of business and industrial 
prosperity unprecedented in the his- 
tory of this city in the opinion of 
business leaders who pointed out tan- 
gible reasons Friday why this city 
should forge ahead at a rate greater 
than at any previous period. Estab- 
lishment of rearly 50 new industries, 
apartment houses filling up to ca- 
capacity, records for business house 
and residence construction being shat- 
tered, influx of new citizens from all 
parts of the country and soaring bank 
clearings, postal receipts and school 
attendance records are some of the 
concrete proofs offered to support their 
statements by the bisiness men here. 

New Citizens Arrive. 

In the past few months a decided 
improvement has come in the ,eneral 
business conditions in Atlanta and 
there have been marked increases in 
the number of new people who are 
coming here to live from all parts of 
the country, according to the leaders. 
Many people attracted to the south by 
the Florida expansion have visited 
Atlanta and have Mked the ¢ity so well | 
they have located here, according to 
statements of business leaders who 
have kept in touch with this phase 
of the situation. 

One significant feature of the pres- 
ent expansion is the fact that it is 
coming on the threshold of summer, 
the time that usually sees a slight 
lagging in business activities. With 
promise of good crops in the fall and 
with the present activity sustained, 
business leaders predict that Atlanta's 
growth in the next year or two prob- 
ably will break even the great rec- 
ords for growth the city already has 
made, 

Among the business leaders who dis- 
cussed the situation Friday was Ivan 
E. Allen, former president of the 
chamber of commerce, pnd a leader in 
the “Advertise Atlanta” movement. 

Mr. Allen reviewed the -results 
accomplifhed thus far in the “Ad- 
vertise Atlanta” campaign, point- 
ing out the number of new in- 
dustries brought here by this cam- 
paign and declaring that the city now 
is in communication with more than 
one thoveand big industrial companies 
relative to the location of zone distrib- 
uting plants in Atlanta.

Washington, May 28.—Ultra-funda- 

mentalists practically dropped®* their 
fight Friday against modernists in the 
present Northern Baptist convention. 

They made a last stand in an ef- 
fort to “purge” the-foreign missionary 
board, which they claim is dominated 
by modernists, but were overwhelming- 
ly defeated, their separate ticket for 
this board being voted down, 1,708 to 
481. 

Previously they consented to the 
election of Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher, 
of Oakland, Cal., leader of the “‘mid- 
dle-of-the-road” group, to the presi- 
dency of the’convention and agreed to 
the slates for the various boards, with 
the exception of the foreign missionary 
board. They dropped their opposition 
to the slates supported by the modern- 
ists despite a decision made Thursday 
night at a mass meeting to run a full 
separate ticket. 

It was generally believed after 
their failure to defeat the foreign mis- 
sion slate that they also «;ould drop 
the various resolutions aimed at a 
further show-down wit: the modern- 
ists, ineluding a declaration against 
evolution, about which was expected 
to center one~of the warmest fights 
of the convention. 


The ultra-fundamentalist group has 
acted contrary to expectations in 
some cases heretofore, however, and 
its leaders may call up the resolu- 
tions Saturday, when resolutions will 
be received,

QUESTION CAUSES

Referendum Supersedes 
Efforts To Modify Vol- 
stead Act as Debate in 
Congress Continues.

Washington, May 28.—Debate in 
congress on the proposed national pro- 
hibition referendum has disclosed so 
many difficulties that such a plebis- 
cite will be a long time coming if the 
house and senate have anything to 
say about it. 

This referendum question is causing 
far more concern in congress than the 
noise over the recent executive order 
} might indicate. Senator Caraway was 
correct when he protested that the 
senate could discuss nothing ‘without 
someone bobbing up with views pro 
and con on the referendum. It is, ex- 
cept for the temporary excitement 
over the recent executive order, the 
outstanding feature of the prohibition 
controversy and has almost super- 
ceded entirely the direct efforts to 
modify the Volstead act. 

The senate subcommittee appointed 
to investigate the legality of the 
executive order, will meet Tuesday. 
The order was defended by Senator 
Blease, South Carolina, democrat, dur- 
ing an attack on the migratory bird 
bill which would provide federal game 
officers to protect wild life. He said 
the executive order is better than this 
proposed law because it tends to make 
state officials the enforcing officers 
of the federal government and elimi- 
nates the necessity of sending in more 
outside federal] agents, some of whom, 
he declared, “do not stop at murder. 

Faith in Referendum. 

Wets have come to_ believe that 
any progress they make will be 
through referendums, either state or 
national. But there is considerable 
doubt here as to just how anxious 
the wets are to, haye a national ref- 
erendum- now. So long as 
that the majority in co 

to it, they feel 
dr it. But they would be somewhat 
apprehensive if a national referen- 
dum-were actually in prospect at this 
time. 
What they want now are referen- 
dums in several of the big wet states 
like New York, Pennsylvania, and 
New Jersey to give impetus to their 
campaign for modification. They know

@al conditions knows that the ma- 
jority of states probably would go 
dry in any referendum at this time. 
Wets do not dispute this privately. 

They would not expect to get more 
than eight or ten states now, if that. 

One of the fundamental difficulties 
with a national referendum, aside 
from the constitutional question in- 
volved, is the fact that the national 
result would not necessarily influence 
congress. This is obvious when the 
provincial instincts of the senator and 
representative are taken into account. 


Political Stunt. 


Borah declared in recent deabte that 
the referendum idea is put forward 
purély as a stunt by politicians who 
want to dodge the vexing -issue. This 
applies particularly to presidential 
candidates and the parties nationally. 
A national referendum would save 
many an aspiring presidential candi- 
date from having to answer embar- 
rassing questions. It would make the 
writing of 1928 party platforms a 
much simpler task. 

A national prohibition referendum 
would be useful chiefly as a friendly 
shelter for presidential candidates and 
national platform writers.

Baltimore. May 28.—(4)—Reitera- 
tion of fundamentalist doctrine, tem- 
pered slightly by modernism, com- 
prised’ the body of the report of the 
committee of 15 presented to the 138th 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
C.arch in the United States of 
America today.

Pending a settlement the dammed 
up waters are stagnant and-the grow- 
ing crops are without water. 

Today telegrams of protest from 
Nebraska leaders were wired to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, Secretary Work and 
Commissioner Mead. Governor Mc- 
Mullen wired that something must be 
done immediately to save the crops. 

The Omaha Bee, a republican news- 
paper, also sent a telegram to the

Moscow, May 28.—(Special.)— 
John, Goldstrom arrived here last 
night after being delayed by fog in 


Germany forfjalmost a day. In spite 
of this upset in his plans, his arrival 
here set a new record of less than 
eight days for travel from New. York 
to Moscow. He will leave at 10 o'clock 
tonight for Mukden or Harbin, via 
the Trans-Siberian railway. He hopes 
to secure a Japanese plane at the 
end of the rail journey, to carry him 
to Yokohama where he will take the 
steamship “President Madison’’ for 
Victoria. 

Goldstrom’s arrival at Moscow in 
less than eight days puts him well 
ahead of othe world-circulars. John 
Henry Mears, holder of the present 
record which Goldstrom is attempt- 
ing to break, made the trip from 
New York to Moscow in 9 days, 14

His 
prospective son-in-law, William 
‘ranke, of Chicago, died a few hours 
later.

Most significant of the clues in the 
hands of Prosecutor R. Glenn Dunn, 
it is said, is an old-fashioned rifle 
found in the home of Bartlett soon 
after he was placed under arrest. The 
trigger is missing and the officials 
point out that a trigger which fits the 
rifle was imbedded in the body of 
Krubaech. e ‘ 
In a country store, about 15 miles 
from Muskegon, it was reported that

Rome, May 28.—Premier Benito 
Mussolini, in discussing the proposed 
budget of the Italian ministry of 
foreign affairs in the senate Friday, | 
has set forth to the world more clearly 
the desires of Italy, and in strong 
words, presumably referring to pos- 
sible readjustment of colonial appor- 
tionments, has warned the world that 
“none will get anything unless Italy 
gets her share.” 

The Locarno treaties, the recently 
signed Russo-German neutrality trea- 
ty and the hope of the League 0 
Nations for a world disarmament 
conference—all these international 
subjects—were touched on by the dic- 
tator, and through all his remarks 
there was evident the demand that 
Italy’s ho and aspirations be given 
most careful consideration. ; 

Particularly did he dwell on his 
references to imperialism as made in 
an interview in Rome early this year. 

“The —— policy is suspected of 
being imperialistic,” 
oy “T fom already explained what I 
think of the imperialistic phenomenon. 

Desire for Power. | 

“Any living being has imperialistic 
tendencies if he wants to live, There- 
fore peoples must develop a certain 
desire for power if they want to sur- 
vive, Otherwise they will lead a pas- 
sive existence and will become the 
prey ‘of stronger pene’, Woow? desire 

r wer is more marked, 

* “Ttalian imperialism is first a phe- 
nomenon of moral dignity and second- 
ly one of the necessities for economic 
expansion.” ; 

The dictator: then spoke of interna- 
tional peace phrases. “We hear fine 
phrases regarding the brotherhood of 
peoples and the cordiality of relations 
between nations,” he continued. “These 
are fine commonplaces, but in reality 
they are far different than they sound. 
No people are dedicated to a fraternal 
policy. On the contrary all raise the 
strongest barriers which are today 
only political or economic. Even peo- 
ple with liberal traditions now bury 
them and hastily forget them. 

“Our imperialism does not mean ag- 
gressiveness nor does it mean that we 
are preparing for war. I want to 
declare formally before the world that 
the fascist government cannot but pur- 
sue a policy of peace. It does not de- 
sire to perturb the peace of the world. 
This is shown by its elimination © 
its forces from all territories border- 
ing on Italy provided those territories 
are likely to become the scene of 
armed conflicts.” i 

Italy’s Expectations. 

Mussolini then took up the expec- 
tations of Italy if his country were to 
be kept in line with the desire for 
peace throughout the world. 

“4 just and lasting peace must 
come in the world along with the rec- 
ognition ef Italy’s legitimate and sa- 
cred interests,” said the premier. A 
people with the history of the Italians 
as well as the noblest civilization can 
not be sentenced to vegetate. I hope 
our former war allies will “esnvince 
themselves of the necessity of meet- 
ing our legitimate demands. Any way 
it must be clear that none will get 
anything unless Italy gets her share. 

Mussolini’s remarks on the Russo- 
German treaty were taken as bearing 
on the present colonial convention In 
Berlin which is demanding for Ger- 
many allotment of a colonial empire. 
While the premier made no direct dle- 
mand for more colonies for Italy he 
stressed the need by Italy for a place 
to send her surplus population. 

The Russo-German treaty he charac- 
terized as a most serious agreement 
which necessitated close thought and 
the maximum of watchfulness in view 
of its future effect. 

“The seriousness of such a treaty 
should not be exaggerated,” said the 
dictator, “but at the same time the 
present is no time for us to follow the 
example of the ostrich.” 

Italy had not insisted that the To- 
earno agreements be extended to in- 
¢Clude Brenner Pass and the section 
nearby which Italy now holds because 
Locarno had complicated things 
enough. Myssolini said, and the addi- 
tion of the Brenner section to the 
treaties of Locarno would have com- 
plicated them more. He said that 
Italy was well able to defend this 
territory. 

“Ttaly cannot disarm unless all 
countries actually and rapidly dis- 
arm.” he asserted, turning to disarma- 
ment. “Italy would commit suicide, or 
at least lose her independence and 
liberty, if she were to disarm while 
others remained armed. 

“Disarmament must be general ; 
otherwise it would amount to nothing 
but a poor farce, By general I mean 
on lend. at sea and in the air. No 
one should think of disarmament on 
land while maintaining naval arma- 
ments. Nor should there be thought 
of land and sea disarmament but the 
retention of aerial arms.”

In concluding the premier turned

The reiteration of their Thursd4éy 
night confessions was made by Earl 
Lever, of Toronto, Ont., and Frank 
Marion, of Springfield, Ohio.

Queenstown, Ireland, May 28.—() 
It was stated here today that Charles 
BE. Russell was one of the persons 
whose names were mentioned in let- 
ters found on Patrick Garland, ar- 
rested on April 27 on landing at 
Queenstown from a liner and charged 
with conspiring for the overthrow of 
the Free State government.

U.S. MAY JOIN PROBE 
OF WILL OF STOKES 


New York, May 28.—The' United 
States government may join Judge 
Ben B. Lindsay, of Denver, and Mrs. 
Helen Elwood Stokes in investigation 
of the will of W. E. D. Stokes, by 
which the two minor children of Mrs. 
Stokes were denied a share in the 
millionaire’s estate, it became known 
here Friday. 

Samuel Untermeyer, counsel for 
Mrs. Stokes, and Judge Lindsay; who 
is guardian with the mother of the 
two children, said Friday that the as- 
sertion of A. H. Gleason, the million- 
aire’s attorney, that the Stoke's es- 
tate amounted te about $852,000, 
when it was reputed to amount to up- 
wards of $10,000,000, might interest 
the government inheritance tax offi- 
cers. 

“Gleason seems to have fallen heir 
to the old tricks to which his em- 
ployer was given in his eccentric life- 
time,” said Untermeyer. “He asserts 
the actual value of the Stoke’s estate 
is about $852,000.” 

Untermeyer then listed the Ansonia 
hotel property and other valuable real 
estate holdings, along with millions in 
securities, which would bring the total 
far above the $5,000,000 mark. 

“Mr. Gleason will contend that 
these were given to W. E. D. Stokes, 
Jr., beneficiary by the terms of the 
will, before his father’s death,” Unter- 
meyer added. “That apparently trans- 
parent claim would reduce the estate 
from eight or ten millions to less than 
one million. Whether or not this 
claim will get by is one of the ques- 
tions which will enter into the issues 
of fraud and undue influence which 
will form part of the basis of the 
contest of the will. 

“If the purpose is to kill two birds 
with one stone in evading the inheri- 
tance taxes and cheating these chil- 
dren I believe it is doomed to fail at 


both ends.”
